the real star of the film is the fabulous makeup 
by 27-year -old Wizard of Wax, Rick Baker. 

The MELTING MAN is heralded as “The Fir- 
st Wew Horror Craeture”, and certainly lives up 
to its billing as “Rick Baker’s greatest creation 
yet’’ (emphasis on the yet! ). 

Baker is fast becoming the most sought after 
makeup man in Hollywood. His list of credits in- 
clude THE OCTOMAN (1971), a half-man, half- 
octopus monstrosity; the double-header gorilla 
from THE THING WITH 2 HEADS (1972); 
and the missing link in SCHLOCK (1973) 
(featuring “Furry” Ackerman). 

Rick was also the father of he awful offspring 
in IT’S ALIVE (1974, rereleased in 1977). It is 
rumored that more of these blood-curdling brats 
are on their way via a sequel. 


REGAN’S APE CANTINA 

Prior to MELTING MAN, Rick drew world- 
wide attention from his work on 3 major f ilms . 
First, he collaborated with veteran Dick (Dorian 
Gray) Smith on THE EXORCIST ( 1973 ). Rick’s 
contributions included making a dummy of Lin- 
da Blair (not too difficult lately, since she failed 
to heed FM’s advice about exercising good 
judgment where drugs are concerned) for the 
scene in which her head revolves 360 degrees. 
Whew, talk about getting dizzy! He also did the 
demonic facial makeup for the Princess of 
Possession. 

Next, Rick designed, constructed & played 
the KING in Dino De Laurentiis’ KONG 
(1976). 

But Rick’s most recent— and most 
famous— endeavor is the classic Mos Eisley 
Cantina creatures from STAR WARS— the 
most astonishing accumulation of alienabilia 
this side of the Ackermuseum. Nufsed! 

RADIOACTIVE CANNIBAL 

Back to the unfortunate Col. West. As you 
might guess, a MELTING MAN must have a 
very special diet to keep his strength up. Steve 
West puts himself on a super-high protein 
diet— he must feed on other humans to halt the 
slow deterioration of his own flesh! 

DEADLY OUT-PATIENT 

After escaping from the hospital supervision 
of his doctors & friends, our liquefying lad seeks 
refuge (and victims) in the woods surrounding 
the hospital and the small community in which 
it is located. 

His voracious need for human cells drives him 
to devour anyone who crosses his path. 

Since Col. West’s abnormal appetite is a 
result of a space project, it is a matter of 
national security and must be kept secret. 
Reluctant to obtain help from the local police. 
West’s Doctor Ted Nelson & commanding of- 
ficer Gen. Perry set out to find their patient.

A STICKY SITUATION 

Using a geiger counter, Dr. Nelson & Sheriff 
Bl^ke follow the MELTING MAN’s slimy 
radioactive trail. 

Shortly, he is spotted near the local power 
plant, and the chase is on! Col. West leads his 
pursuers thru a maze of pipes, wires, towers, 
platforms & stairways, where he is finally cor- 
nered atop a grated steel ramp at the highest 
point of the generating station. 

The scene (the entire picture, for that matter) 
is extremely reminiscent of the finale in Robert 
Clarke’s HIDEOUS SUN DEMON (1959). In 
that film, a scientist also had a slight problem 
with radiation: when he was exposed to 
sunlight, he transformed into a reptilian terror. 
In the end, the monster was trapped on top of a 
huge oil storage tank and plunged several hun- 
dred feet to his merciful death. 

That’s not exactly what happens in 
MELTING MAN but suffice it to say that the 
ending to this picture is a stunning tribute to 
the artistry of Rick Baker and is worth the price 
of admission alone!

A CLOSE ENCOUNTER WITH KING TUT 

By 

Dr. Walter J. Daugherty, F.R.A.S. 

Editor’s Note: Yes, Dr. Daugherty is the same 
gentleman whose name & fame is familiar to all 
readers of FM as genial Walt Daugherty, 
''Photographer of the Mon-Stars". He also hap- 
pens to be recognized as one of the world's 
leading authorities on Egyptology. During the 
1963 King Tut exhibit in Los Angeles, which 
was under the personal supervision of the In- 
spector of Antiquities for the Egyptian Govem- 
ment, Dr. Daugherty had the Inspector as his 


houseguest, introduced him at all his public lec- 
tures and even substituted for him on several oc- 
casions while he was hospitalized for 10 days. 
"Our" Walt was the only person permitted to be 
present while the priceless material was being 
repacked for shipping to its homeland and the 
only one allowed to photograph the treasures 
outside the protective cases in the County 
Museum. FM is very fortunate that, altho Dr. 
Daugherty has a full lecture calendar for the 
next quarter of a year in conjunction with the 
exhibit, he has managed to take time off from 
his busy schedule to share some behind-the- 
scenes & background information with us. He 
tells us: 

HE STAR WARS of the archaelogical 
world is what they are calling the King Tut- 
Ankh-Amen exhibit that is enthralling 
millions across the USA at this time. This 
fabulous display of the splendor of Ancient 
Egypt has a 2-year stay in the United States 
which began in November 1976 and ends this 
December. The STAR WARS quote is because 
literally thousands of people are queueing up in 
all kinds of weather to view the exhibit in 
lines similar to those for STAR WARS. 

There is a very close relationship between 
King Tut’s tomb and almost all of the American 
Mummy pictures that have been produced since 
and including THE MUMMY with Boris 
Karloff. In each of the Mummy pictures the un- 
deniable connection apparent is such things as 
the use of the Egyptian names associated with 
Tut; curses which were first brought to the 
public’s attention with the discovery of the 
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tomb on 4 November 1922; and almost every 
mummy flick has props & background material 
visible as props which are either exact copies or 
stylized copies of many of the artifacts found in 
the tomb which were buried over 3300 years ago 
with the boy Pharaoh for his afterlife. 

When the tomb of Tut-Ankh-Amen was 
discovered by American archaeologist Howard 
Carter, who was sponsored by Lord Carnovan of 
England, it proved to be the only tomb un- 
touched by grave robbers ever found in the 
valley in the Land of the Nile. The treasures 
recovered from this find in the Valley of the 
Kings have never been surpassed in the history 
of archaeology. The gold found with this tomb 
weighs hundreds of pounds and it is estimated 
that the value of that gold at present day prices 
would exceed $6 million. The innermost of 3 cof- 
fins holding the mummy S’lVz” long and is from 
2V2 to ZVi mm. in thickness and is made of pure 
gold inlaid with countless semi-precious gems. 

The entire contents of the tomb became the 
sole property of the Government of Egypt and it 
is only on a few rare occasions that they have 
allowed a traveling exhibit of a number of the ar- 
tifacts to go to other parts of the world. This 
present exhibit of 55 pieces from the collection 
and an exhibit that toured the US from 1961 to 
1963 containing 31 items are the only 2 exhibits 
of King Tut material ever seen in the United 
States. 

Prior to the 1932 Universal Classic picture 
there were several vintage films on this theme 
made and most of them Uttle-known because 
they were early silents that found no wide 
distribution. In 1909 THE MUMMY OF KING 
RAMSES was released. In 1911 Thanhauser 
made THE MUMMY wherein a beautiful Egyp- 
tian girl emerged from the coffin when whe was 
restored to life via electricity (as Colin Clive 
would do to the Bride of Frankenstein many 
years later— only not with such beautiful 
results). Another Mummy rose from its sar- 
cophagus the same year, in England, when a 
man dreamed that an ancient Egyptian returned 
to life. Around 1922 KING TUT-ANKH- 
AMEN’S 8th WIFE made her appearance; the 
picture was concerned with a nonexistent curse 
irom the past. 

When once again you see, on the Late, Late 
Show, any of the more familiar Mummy movies, 
keep in mind a pertinent fact: whether it be 
THE MUMMY’S CURSE, THE MUMMY’S 
GHOST, THE MUMMY’S HAND, THE 
MUMMY’S SHROUD, THE MUMMY’S 
TOMB or any of the other Egyptian ‘ epics” 
starring Kharis-to-pher Lee, “Horus” Karloff, 
Lon Chaney Jr., Eddie Powell or Tom Tyler, 
among the many motion picture personalities 
who in one fashion (ancient Egyptian) or 
another have been enshrined in shrouds, the film 
itself has in some way been influenced by the 
tomb of Tut-Ankh-Amen, the greatest & richest 
find in the history of Archaelogical science.

Douglas Trumbull’s next venture into space 
didn’t outdo the effects of “2001’’ but Trumbull 
by no means slackened his pace with the inter- 
planetary effects he created for SILENT RUN- 
NING. 

“The magic Douglas Trumbull brought to the 
motion picture screen by his special photo- 
graphic effects for 2001: A SPACE ODYSSEY,” 
it was recorded, “reached dimensions previous- 
ly unapproached. Yet the visual effects he creat- 
ed & supervised for CLOSE ENCOUNTERS are, 
in his own words, ‘an extension’ of that. ” 

An extension of “that”! 

How extended can one get? 

How far out? How fabulous? What’s the 
result if you voyage to the end of space (even 
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if only in your imagination) and then, paradoxically, want 
to go beyond? 

Doug Trumbull has pretty well answered that question 
in CLOSE ENCOUNTERS. Under the supervision— the 
super vision— of Steven Spielberg. 

“From the start," says Spielberg, “Trumbull was my 
only choice for the job." But Spielberg was concerned: 
might he be unwilling to create special effects for others 
since, following his triumphant contribution to Kubrick's 
film, he had turned to filmaking himself as a director and 
desimer of outer space hardware, planetary bodies, etc.? 
Mightn't Trui^bull prefer to reserve his special abilities 
for the furthering of his own projects? 

Spielberg was reluctant to ask Trumbull for fear he 
might be turned down. 

But after trying— and failing— to find another qualified 
creative talent for the incredible task, Spielberg hesitant- 
ly but of necessity returned to his first choice. 

Trumbull. "When Steven detailed the project to me I 
was immediately enthusiastic," he recalls. "I've had it in 
mind for some years to do a UFO picture myself so Steve's 
story naturally struck a responsive chord in me. The idea 
of creating out of this world craft with what Earthly mate- 
rials we have at our disposal, I found very appealing. Espe- 
cially the really challenging part— of convincing world- 
wide audiences that the screen UFOs are real." 

They’ve come a long way, baby, from the by-now-primi- 
tive Saucers of THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL. 

-Of EARTH VS. THE FLYING SAUCERS. 

—Of the Metalunans’ ships in THIS ISLAND EARTH. 


— Of even the memorable astronauts' saucer-shaped 
spacecraft that went out to Altair 4 in FORBIDDEN 
PLANET. 

And would you believe that (so I was told: I’ve yet to see 
it with my own eyes) the magnificent monumental mar- 
velous miraculous & downright devastating MOTHER- 
SHIP in “CE3K” is only about 4 feet in diameter?!” 

It was last seen sitting, I was told during the press con- 
ference in downtown Los Angeles toward the end of No- 
vember, on the desk of Doug Trumbull. 

Sitting? Unprotected? 

Not inside a bulletproof glass dome? 

Not surrounded by barbwire? (Electrified, of course.) 

Not guarded by plainclothesmen from Lloyds of Lon- 
don, a couple of SWATmen, a robot or two and, just to be 
on the safe side, a wookie? 

Would they leave the Kohinoor diamond unguarded? 

Would they neglect to lock the door to the Mint? 

Would I put Bela Lugosi's Dracula ring on the dash- 
board of my car and leave the keys in the ignition? 

The Mothership, that diamond-ruby-sapphire-emerald- 
turquoise-tourmaline-only-agate & Mother-of-pearl ship, 
was the creaiton of one Greg Jein. 

For years I've been encountering him at sci-fi, fantasy & 
film conventions. He’s usually been found behind a dealer’s 
table, smiling, self-effacing, quietly offering such wares 
as stills & posters. I've had several close encounters with 
him , always very pleasant. I wonder if I'll ever see him 
again?— in the role of a huckster, I mean, at an sf or film- 
con?

There’s that fa- 
mous line of Claude Rains’ in THE INVISIBLE 
MAN: ‘The drugs I took seemed to light up my 
brain!’ Well, FM set my mind on fire without 
any artificial or harmful stimulants. I felt in- 
stantaneously that here were the subjects I 
could use to express my talents. It was a turn- 
ing point in my life for I came to realize that 
finally I had discovered my world— the world of 
horror & fantasy. 

“My early days as a makeup artist were spent 
locked in the bathroom for hours transforming 
myself.

“One technique I used was to apply wet bath- 
room tissue to my face to obtain a rotting flesh 
look. Once, when I walked into our backyard, 
still in makeup, the neighbors thought some 
kind of beast was aprowl and threatened to call 
the police! 

“As time passed I read professional books on 
the art of stage & screen makeup. In the 5th 
grade I produced a film based on the Franken- 
stein legend. My friends were the cast and, of 
course, I was the monster. My teacher was im-

pressed and gave me much encouragement. It 
was because of this, I believe, that my grammar 
school principal suggested to my parents that I 
be sent to a special Art-oriented school. There I 
developed my talents, concentrating on sculp- 
ture, painting & stage makeup. Haif-seriously I 
was called the reincarnation of Michaelangelo, 
after my friends learned I had the same birth 
date as the famous sculptor & painter.

“At the age of 12 two exciting things hap- 
pened in my fife: I met Mr. Bob Wilkins, host of 
the Creature Features TV show ( I made myself 
up as the Wolfman and was interviewed on this 
show). 

“Also, my admiration for the talented Mr. 
Vincent Price lead me to sculpt his head, which 
was displayed at school art exhibits. The reason 
this was so exciting was that everyone recog- 
nized it was Mr. Price without having to be told! 

“For the next 3 years I studied very hard. 
But, as I approached the age of 15, 1 kept asking 
myself ‘Where am I going from here? What’s 
my ultimate goal?’ I was depressed. Then one 
night, while watching Creature Features, some- 
thing happened which turned my life around. 

“The son of one of my great inspirations, Mr. 
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Bela Lugosi Jr., appeared. He told Mr. Wilkins 
that he would be at a local bookstore the next 
day to autograph a book about his father writ- 
ten by Robert Cremer called ‘Lugosi, the Man 
Behind the Cape’. I went to see Mr. Lugosi Jr. 
and showed him some of my work. He was im- 
pressed and asked why I wasn’t doing makeup 
professionally. I simply stated, ‘Because no- 
body knows me! ’

“Then occurred one of the joys of my life. I 
asked him if he would like me to sculpture a 
head of his father and he was delighted. I 
worked very hard on the head and presented it 
to Mr. Lugosi Jr. later in the year.

He thought it all was very professional 
This praise was like a shot in the arm.

“I never thought the day would come when I 
would meet the editor of the magazine which so 
greatly influenced my life & goal.

REVIEW OF THE YEAR PAST 

Well, another year has 
come & gone and I'm sure 
that a long time from now 
people will Took back on 1977 
and STAR WARS. CLOSE EN- 
COUNTERS etc. and say “it 
was a good year.” In terms of 
fantastic fucks it certainly 
was. 

Thruout the year, horror/ 
sci-fi films were drawing 
audiences to movie houses. 
A good deal of these were 
low budget programs rang- 
ing in quality from awful to 
fairly good, among them 
THE CRATER LAKE MON- 
STER: a low budget ani- 
mated flick; TENTACLES, 
an awful AlP film; DEMON, 
a watchable but confus- 
ing low budget sci-fier— but 
I could go on & on. There 
were plenty of standard 
horror/monster films: 
RUBY, DAY OF THE ANI- 
MALS, SUSPIRIA, EMPIRE 
OF THE ANTS. GODZILLA 
VS. THE COSMIC MONSTER, 
all of which were decent, 
watchable films— as long as 
they stayed where They 
belonged; at the lower end 
of a double bill. Included in 
the “fantastic” dept, of this 
year were a bunch of offbeat 
films (THE LITTLE GIRL 
WHO LIVES DOWN THE 
LANE; EQUUS; OH, GOD; 
KENTUCI^ FRIED MOVIE, 
WIZARDS, FANTASTIC 
ANIMATION FESTIVAL), 
some TV-movies (“Spec- 
tre”, “The Hulk”, “It Hap- 
pened at Lakewood Manor", 
Snowbeast”, etc.), some re- 


issues of old films (the 1953 
WAR OF THE WORLDS & 
WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE; 
“R” rated versions of such 
■ ’ "X” rated films as 
.RHOL'S DRACULA 
& FLESH GORDON, BAR- 
BARELLA, IT’S ALIVE, etc.), 
and some sadistic exploita- 
tion films (AUTOPSY, EATEN 
ALIVE, THE HILLS HAVE 
EYES & RABID). 

While many of the fore- 
going films were disappoint- 
ing, unsatisfying or just plain 
terrible, 19/7 is still one of 
the best years since FM be- 

t an. Aside from bombs like 
XORCIST II, there was al- 
ways some satisfying fare 
around, even in nonmorror 
films like THE DEEP, ORCA 
or the TVersion of “The 
Hobbit”. 

In 3d place: SINBAD & 
THE EYE OF THE TIGER. 
Never mind that the script, 
acting, photography, direc- 
tion & staging were a bit 
weak; what can you say 
about a Ray Harryhausen 
movie in which the master 
animator brings to life an 
oversized baboon, a yard- 
long wasp, a minaton, a giant 
walrus, a troglodyte, 3 insect 
ghouls & a sabre-toothed 
tiger, except WOW ! 

#2: CLCfSE ENCOUNTERS 
OF THE THIRD KIND. There 
will be a few lists of the top 
10 sci-fi films in the future 
that don’t or won’t include 
this film. Probably the best 
fantastic film made since 
JAWS, which goes to show 
Steven Spielberg’s talent. 


I consider it to be one of the 
finest films of any kind I’ve 
ever seen. The scene in 
which the 3 UFOs suddenly 
soar a few feet over the 
heads of some astonished 
onlookers (pictured on FM 
#140’s cover) really blew 
my mind and the climax was 
a triumph of moviemaking 
& special effects. 

#1; STAR WARS. There 
are very few superlatives I 
could say about this one that 
haven’t been said already. 
Let's just say that I can’t 
think of a single movie I'd 
rather give the honor "high- 
est-grossing movie in film 
history” to, and since that is 
exactly what STAR WARS is, 
I think this distinction is 
well deserved. 

All in all, the year 1977 
was as good a year for fan- 
tasy fans as any other, with 
the possible exceptions of 
1931 & 1933.
